MURDER PRORE 
AFTER MAN DIES 


TRIBUTES were paid this week to a 
Harlow man who died following an 
altercation in the early hours of 
Good Friday. 

A murder investigation has been 
launched into the death of Mark White 
(34), of Broadfield, after it was confirmed 
he died of head injuries following a con¬ 
frontation over a taxi booking involving six 
men near to Quattroz Nightclub, in The 
Rows, at 2.30am. 

Mr White died at Harlow’s Princess Alexandra 
Hospital. 

A joint family statement yesterday (Wednes¬ 
day) described Mr White as “a lovely man who 
was always smiling and got on with everybody. 
He will be sadly missed by all who knew him.” 

He and his partner Tanya had been together for 
the past four years, although they had known 
each other since school, and planned to marry 
this year. He had an an eight-month-old daughter 
with her and three stepchildren.

A family friend, who ashed for her name to be 
withheld, told the Star. “We all have lost a very 
special person who touched each and every one 
of our lives in a very special way. Those who had 
the pleasure of knowing Mark would know what 
a lovely, caring, kind and gentle man he was. 

“I’m finding it hard to come to terms with. We 
grew up together and shared many memories and 
I shall hold on to them forever.” 

The final post mortem results have been with¬ 
held pending further inquiries into the events sur¬ 
rounding Mr White’s death. 

Three men from Harlow were arrested at the 
scene in connection with the death, a 20-year-old 
on suspicion of murder and two men aged 21 and 
26 on suspicion of violent assault. All three were 
released on police bail until May 21.

MP refuses to 
say sorry for 
Iraq invasion 

ON the fifth anniversary of 
the Iraq invasion, Bill 
Rammell has rejected a call 
to apologise for backing it. 
Harlow Liberal Democrat 
leader Chris Millington, 
also unsuccessfully called on 
the town’s MP to vote for an 
inquiry into the invasion, a 
move defeated on Tuesday. 
He said Mr Rammell owed 
an apology to Harlow for 
“his part in authorising this 
disastrous military 
venture”. 

The Government claimed 
Iraq possessed nuclear 
weapons capable of being 
launched within 45 minutes, 
but this was not true. 

Mr Rammell responded: 
“One of the things you have 
to do in politics is make 
judgements you believe to 
be right. That is what I did 
over the Iraq war. 

“I want our troops home as 
soon as possible, but to set 
an arbitrary timetable ... 
would be dangerous and 
irresponsible.” 

He said he agreed with the 
need for an inquiry, but not 
until all British troops had 
been withdrawn.

Council leaves 
advice centre 
future unsure 


THE future of a long-running 
advice centre has been thrown 
into uncertainty after Harlow 
Council refused to renew its 
contract for another five years. 
Just weeks after Harlow's 
Welfare Rights and Advice 
Service was hit with a £25,000 
cut in funding as part of the 
council’s 2008-09 budget, it 
faces a new blow after the policy 
and resources committee 
rejected its request for the long¬ 
term contract and instead agreed 
to a one-year extension while a 
review of the town’s welfare 
rights and advice provision is 
undertaken. 

The move has sparked fears the 
short-term deal until March 
2009 could affect the service’s 
ability to attract other sources of 
funding on which it relies 
heavily. 

Centre manager Sue Jones told 
the Star. “After the £25,000 cut 
in council funding we need all of 
the alternative funding sources 
we can get. Now that the council 
has set up its working group to 
look into this, I just hope that it 
comes to a conclusion quickly so 
we can have some certainty 
about the future.” 

The service, in East Gate, offers 
help regarding benefits, debt, 
housing and employment to 
thousands of residents each year 
and was originally part of the 
council until it was separated off 
in 2003. At that time, the council 
entered a five-year agreement to 
pay it an annual subsidy to 
continue operating. 

Addressing last Thursday’s 
committee, community services 
head Lynn Seward said that 
although the service’s fears 
about outside funding were 
understandable, the review was 
necessary due the council’s poor 
financial situation.

Drugs patrols 
strike Epping's 
pubs and clubs 

A MAN was arrested after 
officers and drugs-scenting 
dogs searched licensed premises 
in Epping. 

A team of six officers led the 
two springer spaniels and two 
Labradors into pubs and bars 
in the town last Friday. 

Drugs paraphernalia was found 
at four premises 
High-visibility patrols and 
random spot checks were also 
carried out in the High Street 
area. 

One 29-year-old man from 
Harlow was arrested and taken 
to Loughton police station on 
suspicion of possessing a Class 
A drug. He was given a caution 
and released. 

A woman in Harlow was also 
cautioned for possessing 
cannabis. 

Epping Forest licensing officer 
Simon Fisher said: “I would 
like to thank the licence-holders 
who worked with us to carry 
out searches. 

“We received positive comments 
from their customers, especially 
from women who were 
concerned about drink-spiking, 
stating they were pleased to see 
us and felt reassured that the 
club was working with us to 
keep it drug-free. 

“We will not tolerate illegal 
drugs and any persons found in 
possession of them will be dealt 
with positively.” 


Anger at 0AP home cost 


A DECISION to spend almost 
£400,000 modernising accommodation 
for the elderly in Harlow has been crit¬ 
icised as “economic madness”. 

Mike Danvers (Labour) hit out at 
Harlow Council for awarding a 
£398,593 contract to Kier Harlow for 
works to just nine sheltered flats in 
Hester House, a listed 19th century for¬ 
mer rectory in Hodings Road. 

The decision - taken in private under 
delegated powers by council strategic 
director Graham Branchett and joint 
council leaders Tony Durcan and Chris 
Millington - was reported to a recent 
policy and resources committee. 

Mr Danvers insisted it would be bet¬ 
ter to sell the house and use the money 
to acquire alternative accommodation. 

“The amount of money per unit is 


amazing, he complained. “You could 
buy two properties for that kind of 
money. The economics are madness. 

“Being guided by consultants - no 
matter how well paid they are - isn’t 
always the best way - sometimes you 
need to exercise a bit of common 
sense.” 

However, Mr Branchett said alterna¬ 
tive options had been considered and 
head of community services Lynn 
Seward said the council had made a 
commitment, which had to be hon¬ 
oured, to some of the elderly residents 
of Hester House that they would not be 
moved. 

Joint leader and policy and resources 
committee chairman Mr Durcan said 
he was “entirely happy” with the deci¬ 
sion. 


Jobs are safe at 
travel call centre 


A MAJOR travel firm has allayed fears it 
is set to close its Harlow call centre and 
pull out of the town following speculation 
about staff cuts. 

The future of the TUI Travel call centre, 
in Station Approach, had been called into 
question by employees concerned about 
their jobs following the firm’s announce¬ 
ment that it is to close its Kingston 
offices. 

But the company has since told the Star 
that the 250 staff in Harlow are safe from 
compulsory redundancy, claiming it will 
instead rely on “natural wastage” of vol¬ 
untarily departures and a temporary freeze 
on recruitment in order to cut back staff 
numbers. 

As part of the shake-up, any employees 
previously dealing with long-haul 
inquiries will now be redeployed to handle 
the short-haul and specialist ski brands. 

A TUI spokeswoman said: “Our short- 
haul specialist and ski brands will be 
remaining in Harlow and staff can rest 
assured that there is no plan to make com¬ 
pulsory redundancies.”

Five arrested in 


cannabis swoop 


MORNING raids in 
Harlow resulted in five 
arrests and the seizure of 
cannabis plants police 
believe could have yielded 
up to £5m of the drug dur¬ 
ing their growing life. 

Officers found more 1,000 
cannabis plants, specialist elec¬ 
trical and lighting equipment 
and 35 sacks of the class C sub¬ 
stance with a street value of 
about £100,000 at three 
addresses in Old Harlow, 
Foldcroft and Purford Green 
last Wednesday. 

Four men and one woman - all 
of Vietnamese origin - were arrest¬ 
ed during the raids. One suspect 
tried to flee by jumping from a 
window and running across the 
grounds of Princess Alexandra 
Hospital wearing only boxer 
shorts. 

The scene inside one property 
was described as “a sea of green” 
by those participating in the raid, 
with plants crammed in wall-to- 
wall in almost every room. 

Gaps around windows and doors 
had been sealed and mothball 
repellents hung in the houses in a

bid to cover the distinctive smell of 
the crop. 

Police claimed the amount of 
electrical equipment in use had put 
each property at serious risk of 
fire. 

Estimating that the growing 
plants could have gone on to pro¬ 
duce as much as £5m of the drug, 
Detective Chief Inspector Sean 
O’Callaghan praised residents for 
their involvement in the investiga¬ 
tion. 

“All three properties came to our 
notice through members of the 
public who had become suspicious 
of the activities of the tenants,” he 
said. “Officers were stationed out¬ 
side each address and waited until 
the suspects approached the build¬ 
ing before issuing them with 
search warrants and entering the 
premises.” 

He added: “We want to make it 
clear that although the Government 
has reduced the criminality associ¬ 
ated with cannabis by downgrad¬ 
ing the drug to class C status, we 
are still committed to responding 
to any reports of criminal activity 
related to the drug.”

I 
myself spent a night at the hospital and the nurses 
looked after me and were unstinting with their care for 
my welfare. 

After my mother’s death we were able to remain with 
her for some time to say our goodbyes and we never 
felt that we were a nuisance or that we were not 
welcome. The staff on Ray Ward have a lot of patients 
in their care and always present smiling, cheerful faces 
in spite of the difficulties in looking after elderly 
patients.

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Vents check as mum and baby poisoned 


CHECKS have been ordered on every replace¬ 
ment window installed in Harlow Council 
properties after a tenant and her four-month- 
old baby suffered carbon monoxide poisoning. 

Council contractors found window vents 
were fitted upside-down in the Cannonsbrook 
home of Kieley Griffiths after she and four- 
month-old daughter Erin had a lucky escape. 

Workmen from contractor Kier have now 
been sent back to inspect all new double- 
glazed windows put in recently to ensure no 
other families are at risk. 

Ms Griffiths (26) told the Star how she suf¬ 
fered the frightening experience last Tuesday 
after switching the central heating on and sit¬ 
ting down to watch television. 

“After a little while I felt really drowsy and 
my head starting banging,” she said. “It was 
like I was falling asleep but it felt strange and 
I realised something wasn’t right. Erin was in 
the room and I went over and tried to rouse 
her, but didn’t get a response.” 

The panicking mother immediately got her 
daughter and two-year-old son Stanley - who

was upstairs and unaffected - out of the build¬ 
ing. 

Fortunately, Erin soon came round, but the 
emergency doctor later confirmed signs of 
carbon monoxide poisoning. 

The next day, a council engineer inspected 
the house, spotted the dangerous vents and re¬ 
installed them correctly. 

Ms Griffiths added: “I couldn’t believe that 
was the problem - we could have all been 
killed.” 

The council and Kier released a joint state¬ 
ment, stating the window vents had been 
installed upside-down to prevent a draught. 

“During his investigation, the engineer sug¬ 
gested the upside-down vents might have been 
a contributory factor,” it stated. “The window 
vents were re-positioned on the same morn¬ 
ing, as initially installed. The boiler was 
cleaned and necessary safety checks carried 
out, revealing no health issues. Kier Harlow 
will be checking all windows installed in the 
same phase of works to ensure that all vents 
are positioned correctly.” 


Traiii cab safety 
call after suicide 


A TRAIN driver was trapped for 
20 minutes with the body of a sui¬ 
cide victim who smashed through 
the door of her cab after jumping 
in front of her engine as it trav¬ 
elled at 70mph. 

The horrific details of the incident at 
Harlow Mill Station on March 13 were 
disclosed to the Star this week. 

It is understood a suicide at Harlow Town 
in February also resulted with the body com¬ 
ing through the door and into the cab. 

Now drivers want rail operators to make 
modifications to what they say is an inherent 
weakness in the front doors of engines so 
other drivers are not put at risk or subjected to 
the harrowing experience.

The rolling stock in question is nearly 30- 
years-old and drivers believe it needs 
strengthening work so the metal doors can 
withstand the impact in future incidents, an 
inevitability with rail suicides nationally at 
more than 70 a year. 

The driver in the latest incident, a Harlow 
woman who has done the job for seven years, 
is understood to still be off work but her col¬ 
leagues and union representatives are pressur¬ 
ing National Express East Anglia - which 
recently changed its name from One - to 
carry out the work as a matter of urgency. 

One driver, who asked not to be identified. 


said: “Having a suicide is an occupational 
hazard for us, but you don't expect to have to 
share the cab with them. 

“When you are driving a train you need to 
be 100 per cent focused, for obvious reasons. 
You can’t afford to have your mind wander¬ 
ing, worrying about something like that hap¬ 
pening. 

“Of course, the biggest tragedy is for the 
person committing suicide, but you’re never 
going to stop people chucking themselves off 
bridges or in front of trains - but there are 
ways the danger for others can be reduced.” 

A National Express East Anglia spokes¬ 
woman said: “We will listen to the concerns 
expressed by the trade unions.”

Police will tackle fear 
of crime in 'safe town' 


POLICE have pledged to tackle 
Harlow residents’ “dispropor¬ 
tionate” fear of crime, claiming 
the town is one of the safest 
places in Essex. 

The latest statistics show 
Harlow has a crime detection 
rate of 88.6 per cent, the highest 
in the West Essex Division. The 
number of reported crimes has 
fallen by 5.2 per cent in the past 
year, with 515 fewer offences. 

Chief Superintendent Tim

CEMETERY workers have been 
branded “insensitive” by a 
woman who claims they turfed 
over her father’s grave and 
tossed aside mementos. 

Jo Lovett, right , found plants and a 
small fence surrounding the grave of 
her father Bob Atkinson had been torn 
out and the area laid with grass. 

She and her family sought answers from 
Harlow Council but were shocked to get a 
letter stating it owns the land, does not have 
to discuss groundwork with relatives and 
that fencing graves is prohibited. 

“My sister and my mum and I were real¬ 
ly upset,” said Mrs Lovett (43), of The 
Orchards, Sawbridgeworth. “It was really 
insensitive and we wish now that we had 
had him cremated.” 

Earlier this year, Tina Griffin, of 
Copshall Close, Harlow, and Susan 
Twomey, of Chelsea Gardens, Harlow, com¬ 
plained about the treatment of their rela¬ 
tives’ graves. 

A council spokesman denied any wrong 
doing, adding all graves are regularly main¬ 
tained and stating it is sometimes necessary 
to remove items. 

“The staff usually sow grass seed or 
returf graves twice a year, or more where 
necessary, but always try not to disturb the 
graves any more than necessary, to carry out 
the routine upkeep,” he said.

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Blank paper promise 
of £ 23 m superschool 



S O it’s now official - 
Harlow will be getting a 
‘superschool’ built on the 
site of the doomed Brays 
Grove. 

Essex County Council planners 
gave the go-ahead, meaning staff 
and pupils at Tendring Road’s 
Passmores School will be relocated 
to the new buildings, due for 
completion in 2011. 

So what exactly will a £23m school 
bring to the town and what will it do 
for the 1,200 children who get to 
attend it? 

County Hall pulled the plug on Brays 
Grove, due to shut its doors this 
summer for the last time, leaving a gap 
in secondary education in the south¬ 
eastern corner of the town. 

It was earmarked for closure due to a 
drop in pupil numbers - despite the 
potentially huge proposed housing 
growth for Harlow and the ingress of 
young families which go with new 
developments. As yet, no new schools 
have been planned. 

Here we must also spare a thought for 
the Brays Grove staff, seemingly being 
removed and replaced by those from 
Passmores despite being a proud, hard¬ 
working and committed team. 

They are the victims of geography and 
politics, and of a county council which 
had seemingly rubber-stamped its 
closure. 

Education, however, is essentially an 
ever-changing creature and needs to 
develop to suit the modern world and, 
regardless of whether you think the 
standards have dropped or not, few 
would like to see a return to the cane 
and slate-board days. 

Passmores headteacher Vic Goddard, 
pictured right , has always seen the 
move as a self-evidently positive thing 
for education in the town. 

“A move of 1.3 miles to ensure an 
investment of at least £23m? I

certainly wouldn’t be doing my job or 
serving the pupils properly if I didn’t 
think that would be a good thing. It’s 
such a weight off the shoulders 
knowing it’s going ahead,” he said. 
“Schools which are aged 40 just don’t 
have the capacity for what we need to 
do to move on. 

“The school will be able to offer more 
vocational courses on site, such as hair 
and beauty, painting and decorating 
and tiling; at the moment we can only 
offer 10 per cent of the pupils 
vocational training. 

“We will look at extending the 
swimming pool as well and hopefully 
retaining the astro-turf all-weather 
pitch, which I know is important to so 
many people. 

“There will be considerably improved 
IT areas - old schools just weren’t 
designed or wired for this kind of 
thing.” 

Mr Goddard added: “We have got a 
blank piece of paper here - we have no 
architects yet - it’s pretty exciting stuff 
for education in the town and for 
Passmores.” 

It looks as if a superschool is a move 


in the right direction - or at least part 
of it, and there’s the rub for the 
campaign group fighting the 
relocation. 

Save Passmores Action Group’s Jim 
Rogers believes it is the disparity in 


the town’s education further down the 
line which will create the problems. 
“Passmores as it is at present is 
surrounded by areas of concentrated 
and multiple deprivation,” he said. 
“But what of the areas of deprivation 


further out such as Katherines which 
will now be at the opposite end of the 
town to the superschool? 

“In effect, this means the ones who are 
battling hardest to get out there and 
make a go of it will be the last ones 
able to use the superschool. 

“The one big question still remains - 
why was it so easy to close Brays 
Grove when soon afterwards they were 
saying that they needed a school on 
that site? Why is the land at Passmores 
so much more important than land at 
Brays Grove?” 

M r Goddard played down Mr 

Rogers’ concerns and insisted 
the school has always served 
the whole town and that 50 per cent of 
its students already came from closer 
to the Brays Grove site than the 
current school. 

He added students from poorer areas 
would be able to travel free to the new 
site and that he was not surprised 
those living closest to the school fields 
would be concerned about future 
developments there. 

“We are not done fighting this yet,” 
added Mr Rogers, “You really do have 
to ask why the board of governors 
consistently refused to sit down with 
us to answer questions - I think it’s 
safe to say the decision was made a 
long time ago.”

It impressed the experts so much 
they have now given Daniel 
£5,500 to develop his designs 
into a working model. 

Many African schools open in the 
evenings to cater for older pupils, 
so Daniel's invention could be 
very important.

When he returned home Daniel 
did some research and came up 
with his design. 

He estimates that playing on the 
see-saw for just five to 10 minutes 
could generate enough 
electricity to light a 
classroom for an 
entire evening.

A NEW business 
centre to promote 
entrepreneurship and 
enterprise in Harlow 
is on track to be open 
by the autumn.

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So thanks to the peson who sent us the 
April 1951 edition of GAzette , the house 
magazine of developer Gilbert-Ash, 
which detailed the very picture. 

The photo appeared as part of a Focus On 
Harlow feature and it seems our previous 
claim that it was taken in Chippingfield was 
wrong. The men were actually pictured at 
nearby Mark Hall North. 

“This job was started in January 1950 by Mr 
Evans, Foreman Carpenter, who has now 
returned to assist Mr Goodwin in completing 
by April 1951,” the magazine reports. “It 
consists of three blocks totalling 63 flats. The 
Tower Block Terrace and ninth floor will be 
used as vantage points from which to view the 
New Town during the Festival of Britain. 

“The majority of the Bricklayers and Foreman 
Bricklayer Cherry have been with us since the 
early days of the job and are housed by the 
Corporation. They are to be congratulated on 
the general high standard of the workmanship 
maintained despite the difficulties 
encountered.” 

The men pictured are named, with Gunn, 
Gunner, Sutton, Morris, Walker, Walters, 
Broughton and Stenson in the back row; 
Maskell, Mr Goodwin - he gets a “Mr” as the 
general foreman - Lincoln, Evans, Robins, 


Buxcey, Smart, Jacobs, Wild, McDonnell, 
Evans, Johnson, Perry, Mabbett, Palmer and 
Cherry in the middle; and Cliff, Ham, Mason, 
Whiston, Blanks, Wilson, Bartley, Simnett and 
Ashard in the front. 

We know Morris’ first name - Sam - at least, 
because his daughter Doris Greenlees is a Star 
reader and was good enough to get in touch. 
Mrs Greenlees (82), of Little Brays, said: “I 
have three sisters all living in the town and we 
have lived here all our lives. My dad was bom 
in Eastwick and is buried down at the church.” 
Ladyshot resident George Blanks also spotted 
his father: “The bricklayers in the photo 
trained me and I worked with them throughout 
the building of the New Town,” he recalled. 

“In Chippingfield, where my parents lived, the 
staff from Harlow Development Corporation 
were housed - but builders were also thick on 
the ground. I married the girl from across the 
road - her father was a plasterer. We wed 53 
years ago and the development of this town 
around us since has amazed us; it is so far 
removed from what it used to be.” 

An even more remarkable story lies behind 
Foreman Bricklayer Cherry (first name Harry) 
- after helping build the New Town, he went 
on to become its very first tenant! Don’t miss 
next week’s Nostalgia for the full story.

AN Epping poet’s anthology 
chronicling the death of a much- 
missed parent has been 
published. 

The Secret Thoughts by Pamela Ng 
Ig Ok (real name Okonowa) is now 
widely available and charts the poet’s 
inner feelings following her father’s 
death in 2006 . 

“I went to see my pastor at St John’s 
Church and talked about my father and 
my feelings as I was feeling fairly 
depressed and low,” said mother-of-two 
Pamela (39), of Centre Drive. 

“She told me to go and write down my 
thoughts in a diary form, so I did.” 
Pamela, originally from Nigeria and 
working in a Loughton children’s centre, 
added: “When I went back to her with 
what I’d written, she told me she thought 
it was very poetic and suggested I took it 
to a publisher. 

“The publisher showed an interest and it 
went on from there.” 



Despite the anthology being originally 
written as a stream-of-consciousness 
work, Pamela cites Edgar Allan Poe as an 
inspiration and said the rhythms of his 
work helped her create the metre. 

She added: “I just wrote my thoughts 
down as I thought of them and they 
happened to read in a poetic way. 

“Even though it sounds quite a 
depressing subject, there is a lot of 
humour in there, a real mix of funny 


poems and sadness.” 

The poet held a reading at Epping’s 
Speak Easy Bar last Tuesday and signed 
copies. 

Afterwards, she said: “It went really well 
and was a great place to do it - the book 
is selling quite well, but of course 
publicity means a lot.”

WHATEVER your take on Owen Wilson - 
overrated screwball sidekick happy to live 
in the shadow of Ben Stiller or understated 
king of indie comedy with innate charm 
and an uncanny knack for transcending 
typecast - there’s no question his career 
has always been somewhat inconsistent. 
From the moment he quietly turned heads 
on his big-screen debut in 1994’s Bottle 
Rocket (which he co-wrote with Wes 
Andersen), Wilson, pictured above , has 
been outstanding in The Wedding 
Crashers, The Lire Aquatic With Steve 
Zissou and The Royal Tenenbaums, but 
has also starred in some real stinkers - 
You, Me And Dupree, anyone?. 

His latest role, however, pushes even his 
considerable range of comedic talents to 
the realms of the frankly implausible 
Wilson as a deranged ex-army officer? But 
he looks vaguely like a girl! 

Well, as it transpires, he isn’t actually 
anything to do with the military, he's really 
a washed up bum with a vivid imagination 
and a knowledge of Mexican judo. 

When three nerdy friends (a chubby one, a 
puny one and one who looks like a hobbit) 
start at a new school, they instantly 
become the easy targets of psychotic bully 
Filkins (Alex Frost).

SUPERABUNDANCE 

Young Knives (album, Transgressive) 

After securing a Mercury nomination with debut Voice Of Animals 
And Men , it seems they ’re going for the title with this superior 
follow-up. With a startling combination of hooks to drag you in and 
incredibly inventive arrangements and production of late-Beatles 
standard to keep you there, you’re almost too overwhelmed by the 
music to notice the lyrics which fluctuate between the refreshingly 
intelligent and intriguingly cryptic. There are moments when the 
idiosyncratic weirdness runs away with itself: notably the 
melodramatic Turn Tail , creepy (in a bad way) I Can Hardly See 
Them and pathetically self-indulgent Flies. But the good stuff is so 
good, you won’t for one minute care. 

BETWEEN THE MINDS 

Jack Savoretti (album, De Angelis) 

This acoustic offering may seem little more than homage to pre¬ 
electric Dylan, but all the ingredients are there for a truly gifted 
performance. And while the songs are a wee bit drab at times, they 
are lifted with some excellent guitar picking and Savoretti’s 
chocolate-smooth vocals. The live version of Johnny Cash’s Ring Of 
Fire is superb.

Unfolding Massacre so compulsive 


DIG! 

(Tartan Video, 15, retail) 

An epic, clash of monstrous egos akin to Godzilla 
facing off with King Ghidorah, director Ondi 
Timoner’s documentary is a compulsive rock and roll 
train wreck. 

Shot over seven years, it chronicles the great 
friendship, growing rivalry, petty jealousies, 
spectacular tantrums and, finally, bitter attrition 
between Anton Newcombe, pictured right , the 
creative centrepiece of The Brian Jonestown 
Massacre, and Courtney Taylor, lead singer with The 
Dandy Warhols. 

Back in the early ’90s, both bands carved out solid 
and growing reputations with their hedonistic, retro 
revival of the sounds of the late ’60s and 
accompanying wild stage shows. 

The Brian Jonestown Massacre hewed close to the 
darker side of the Stones, lyrical acoustic guitars 
interwoven with mesmerising, trippy bass lines and 
sitars, all driven by Newcombe’s indefatigable belief 
in his own musical genius as a guru of post-modern 
psychedelic electric folk, while the Dandys travelled a 
parallel course straying closer to pop rock. 

They hung out together, partied together, played live 
together and planned the revolution - but then the 
Dandys signed a deal with a major label and 
Newcombe began to fester in harmful, heroin-addled 
jealousy as he clung to his notions of being an outlaw 
outside the system while watching his mates on 
ludicrously lavish video shoots and rising towards 
huge commercial stardom. 

Timoner’s intimate footage of this process is 
remarkable, highlighting the monstrous egomania 
which so often drives and then destroys rock bands 
even as it showcases some stunning live 
performances and also reveals the innate Spinal Tap 
idiocy of the situation. 

Taylor is game enough to provide an impartial, warm 
commentary for the documentary but it’s Newcombe 
who is its most fascinating subject, a volatile, petulant 
child with one hell of a talent. 

To see him self-destruct at his band’s industry 
showcase gig in LA’s Viper Room is jaw-dropping - 
some of the top names in the biz are there to be 
courted and all is going better than well when 
Newcombe randomly snatches defeat from the jaws 
of victory by screaming abuse at fellow band 
members, getting into a fist fight with one of them 
and ordering security to go after the audience; 
pricelessly, the emotionally dazed frontman returns to 
the mike to tell the startled big wigs: “This next song 
is about love.” 

There’s even more rock madness in this Remix 
Edition release, featuring 14 previously unseen 
moments including Anton’s song for Charles Manson 
plus an interview with Timoner.

OTTO PREMINGER: MARGIN FOR 
ERROR/A ROYAL SCANDAL 

(BFI, PG, retail) 

A frothy double bill of wisecracking, beautifully 
photographed comedies from producer/director 
Preminger, each hanging around an attention- 
grabbing central performance. 

In 1943’s adaptation of the anti-Nazi play Margin For 
Error , Milton Berle plays amiable, savvy Jewish beat 



cop Moe Finkelstein, reluctantly assigned to guard 
nefarious German consul Karl Baumer (a scenery- 
chewing study in bald, monocle-wearing villainy by 
Preminger himself after his leading man quit). 

The story concerns Finkelstein’s salvation of consular 
secretary Max, a blindly patriotic type who learns the 
error of his Third Reich ways when he discovers his 
Jewish heritage, but the real meat is the director 
himself as the consul bullies, browbeats and plots his 
way to his own downfall with a combination icy 
sarcasm and cold-hearted stratagems. 

For its day, 1945’s A Royal Scandal is racily risque and 
buoyed with rapid-fire witticisms thanks to Tallulah 
Bankhead’s sparkling turn as Russian empress 
Catherine The Great who, tired of cloistered court life, 
embarks on an ill-concealed affair with an earnest 
young soldier while around her revolution ferments. 
Seductive, petulant and selfishly autocratic, she’s a 
particular charming monster in this breezy comedy, 
and look out for a scene-stealing cameo from Vincent 
Price as a French diplomatic complete with a 
ridiculously fruity accent. 

Accompanying this double-disc release is an excellent 
and informative 14-page booklet of essays and details.

PRINCESS 

(Tartan Video, 18, retail) 

A relentlessly downbeat yet quite impressive Danish 
anime, in which August, a priest back from 
missionary work abroad, takes in the young daughter 
of his dead-from-drugs porn star sister. 

He’s looking for some kind of redemption of his own 
for failing to rescue her from the life in the first place 


but, horrified at the abuse his five-year-old niece has 
already suffered, he goes off on a rampage of violence 
to destroy those who exploited them. 

Director/creator Anders Morgenthaler’s film is 
evidently very heartfelt, to the extent that it’s often 
almost choking on its own rage and melancholy, 
allowing it to get away with an incredibly blunt and 
amateurish dissection of the porn industry while 
passing moral judgement on both it and the millions 
who make it flourish. 

The animation is simple and uncluttered, and 
effectively inter-cut with real-life home video of the 
actors providing the voices, as if to remind the viewer 
that these are sometimes real people too.

GOOD LUCK CHUCK 

(Lionsgate, 15, retail & rental) 

Charlie (Dane Cook) has a problem - cursed by a 
goth girl when he was kid, every woman he’s with 
goes on immediately to find the true love of her life. 
When word gets around that he’s a lucky charm for 
those seeking Mr Right rather than Mr Right Now, he 
finds an endless parade of women beating a path to 
his door - a major handicap when he meets clumsy 
penguin-loving saucepot Cam (Jessica Alba) and 
decides she’s the woman of his dreams. 

What follows is essentially Farrelly Brothers-lite as 
Charlie finds endless excuses to duck the deed with 
her which he fears will propel her into the arms of 
another while trying to rid himself of his hex. 

It’s unsubtle, peddling nudity and scatalogical humour 
in place of wit, but it does have a few chuckles.

That apart, this is hard to fault, 
exhibiting a catchy, punk-folk songwriting style. Most impressive, 
though, are the passionate lyrics which provoke, variously, 
thought, emotion and humour. This man deserves a much wider 
audience. 

GYPSY TRIP 

Jaded Sun (album, SiAn) 

This is what happens when raised on a strict diet of hair metal, 
white blues and The Quireboys - an album of technically 
faultless yet astonishingly mediocre ‘classic’ hard rock. This 
unsavoury bunch of rock reprobates may look like the sort of 
chaps you don’t want to meet down your local dog track, but 


rest assured it’s all posture over punch. After sitting through the 
limp-wristed Southern rock drawl of Crazy man, the Led Zep D- 
side-by-numbers plod of Breaking Through and the pithy mock- 
Gothic balladry of Sweetness , you’ll almost certainly want to 
trout-slap Jon Bon Jovi for making this sort of cod-metal tripe 
marketable in the first place. 

TO BE SOMEONE 

The Sonic Hearts (single, EMI) 

More insufferably bland indie noodlings from Liverpool’s 
toothless tykes, the opening bars tease with the promise of 
Pavement-esque slacker rock before the quartet remember they 
work for EMI and abruptly segue into irritatingly jaunty power 
pop anonymity. 

YOU KNOW ME BETTER 

Roisin Murphy (single, EMI) 

A sumptuous, synth-tastic electro-pop gem from the former 
Moloko frontwoman, this occasionally errs on the side of being 
too busy for its own good but any over-indulgence is soon 
reined in by Murphy's commanding vocal presence.

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Plant your bulbs now for 
dazzling summer colour 

THE daffodils may be blooming, but if you want to dazzle your visitors with 
summer colour, you ought to be thinking about planting summer bulbs 
throughout spring. 

While most spring-flowering bulbs can be planted at any time in the autumn, 
summer-flowering bulbs need more care. Lilies should be planted in early spring 
before the bulbs dry out, while dahlias, cannas and begonias are not frost-hardy, 
so if you want to plant them early, start them off in pots indoors. 

While dahlias have sprung back into fashion in recent years, the once-gaudy 
gladiolus, a favourite of Dame Edna Everage, is also making a comeback in more 
subtle colours which would suit most tastes. 

The delicate-looking Gladiolus callianthus 'Murielae', originally from central 
Africa, has been crowned the 2008 Summer Bulb of the Year at the annual event 
hosted by The Netherlands Elower Bulb Information Centre. 

Industry experts voted it the 'must have' bulb to plant this spring, for blooming 
in summer 2008, because of its appearance, versatility and ease of growing. It 
also has a delicious perfume to be enjoyed on mild late summer evenings. 

This upright perennial with fragrant white flowers and distinctive purple 
markings in the throat, has sword-like grassy leaves about half as tall as the 18-24- 
inch arching flower spikes. 

The flowers look particularly dramatic against a dark, leafy backdrop of summer¬ 
flowering evergreens such as cistus or escallonia or the deep plum-leafed 
Pittosporum tenuifolium 'Purpureum'. 

It flourishes when planted 10-16cm deep in fertile, well-drained soil and in full 
sun. The flowers bloom from August to September. Plant it in an accessible area of 
the garden, such as beside a pathway, where you can enjoy the fantastic scent. 

It can be grown outside over summer, but often there's insufficient time after 
flowering for the corms to mature for the following year. Consequently, many 
treat it as an annual and grow it fresh each year in border groups or pots. Gladioli 
can also be used to fill gaps in borders, especially the late-flowering types, which 
provide a burst of colour when many others have faded. 

All gladioli - and many summer-flowering bulbs in general - like rich, free- 
draining soil in a sunny, sheltered position. Plant gladioli in clumps of five to 
seven corms, 10cm (4in) deep and 10cm (4in) apart, during March and April. 

If you're growing bulbs in heavy clay soils, lighten them with compost and sand 
or grit, to ease drainage.

# Reseed bare patches on the lawn, if weather permits. 
si§ Mulch bare soil in beds and borders. 

sjs Lift and divide overgrown clumps of perennials, 
sje Put stakes and other plant supports in before new growth really needs them. 
Cut back climbers including honeysuckle, ivy and winter jasmine. 

# Cut down any growth left after winter, even if seedheads still look good, 
sjs Plant out bulbs grown for indoor use which have finished flowering.

(b) close, in turn, the northbound and southbound carriageways of the 
Ml 1 from a point 900 metres north of the northbound entry slip road at 
Junction 8 to a point 200 metres south of Alsa Wood footbridge; and 

(c) allow vehicles to run on the hard shoulder adjacent both 
carriageways of the length of Ml 1 described at (a) above. 

The main diversion route for wide loads would be via the M25, A10 and 
A505. However, due to works underway on the A10, wide load co¬ 
ordinators will be given maps for the appropriate diversion route, at 
different times, during the above works.

“Ninety per cent of the 
girls are linked with 
Langley Colts Football 
Club and the aim is to get 
them in a league from 
September.” 

This initiative is funded 
through the Harlow Youth 


Action Group (HYAGFA) 
and is supported by 
Harlow Council’s Sports 
Development Programme. 
A council spokeswoman 
said: “The girls football 
project has been fantastic. 
The programme has helped 
start up three new 
girls teams and we are very 
optimistic that girls 
football will continue to 
flourish.” 


Keeper error 
costs Hawks 


IT did not prove to be a Good 
Friday for goalkeeper James 
Hasell as his error cost the 
Hawks dearly when they 
slipped to a narrow defeat 
against fellow strugglers 
Folkestone in a crucial six- 
pointer.

The defeat and performance is a huge 
blow but Hawks player-boss Ryan Kirby 
remains upbeat and believes the arrival 
of Henry can help turn the tide.
